SCHOOL BOARD OF SOUTH HAMPTON. 


In compliance with the requirements of the Public 
Statutes, we hereby submit our annual report of the schools, 
trusting that you will carefully consider the same. 


THE CENTRE. 
Exvten J. RANDALL AND FLoRENCE A. ELLioTT, TEACHERS. 


Miss Randall came well recommended as a teacher, and 
her strict attention to the duties connected with the school 
bears evidence of her fidelity. The pupils made good progress 
in Arithmetic, Grammar and Geography. We wish also to 
especially commend the school on the improvement made in 
the practice of letter writing. The most serious drawback 
to good progress, we believe, was the irregular attendance, of 
which we shall make mention later. Miss Randall resigned 
her position as a teacher at the close of the fall term. For 
the winter term, the services of Miss Florence A. Elliott of 
Bradford, Mass., were secured. Miss Elliott is a graduate 
of the Salem Normal School, and proved to be an experi- 
enced teacher. Her special training, together with her 
natural ability, made her doubly able to perform her work 
with efficiency and precision. The school made excep- 
tionally fine progress in all the branches taught, while the 
practical examinations, explanations and applications were a 
source of profit tothe school and highly creditable to the 
teacher. 
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THE UPPER VILLAGE. 


FANNIE B. EATon AND IDABEL THOMPSON, TEACHERS. 


In commenting upon the progress made by this school 
we can but reiterate what has so many times been said con- 
cerning Miss Eaton’s ability os a teacher. Her indefatigable 
zeal to make her school a model one has often been crowned 
with success, and we feel we cannot add anything to what 
has already been said concerning her stewardship. Suffice it 
to say, however, that in Miss Eaton the school had a zealous, 
competent teacher, and the district a faithful servant. Owing 
to ill health Miss Eaton was obliged to resign her position 
as ateacher, at the close of the fall term. Miss Idabel 
Thompson of Lee, N. H., succceded Miss Eaton in this 
village. | Miss Thompson came well recommended, and her 
school made good progress, passing a very creditable examina- 
tion. The classes in Arithmetic and Physiology made 
excellent progress. In fact, we were pleased to note more 
than ordinary progress in all the branches taught, and we 
feel that the teacher may well feel proud of her success. 


THE PEAK VILLAGE. 
GracE E, Prescott AND SADIE B. JEWELL, TEACHERS. 


Miss Prescott has done excellent service in this village 
for several terms, and the committee have noted with pleasure 
and satisfaction the steady improvement made by the school, 
Although this is a small school, there has not been less inter- 
est taken in it on that account, and much credit is due Miss 
Prescott for her untiring zeal and the faithful performance of 
her duties. At the close of the first term Miss Prescott 
resigned her position as a teacher here, to accept a more 
remunerative position in the same capacity elsewhere. Miss 
Sadie B. Jewell of Stratham, N. H., was employed to teach 
the fall and winter terms in this village, and when we men- 
tion the fact that Miss Jewell is a graduate of Robinson 
Seminary, and the normal department of the same, and_ that 
she also received flattering recommendations from the princi- 
pals of both, one can readily imagine the character of this 
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school. Although her first school, she entered upon the 
duties connected therewith as mistress of the situation, and 
as one in every way proficient, and the prosperity of the 
school was assured from the start. Aside from her special 
training she has a natural gift for making what would other- 
wise be a hard, dry lesson an interesting one by explaining 
and commenting upon it when assigning tothe class. Conse- 
quently the pupils are able to enter upon their task intelli- 
gently, enthusiastically and with profit. We feel that the 
school has been in every way a success, and predict a brilliant 
future for the teacher. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


We are sorry to feel obliged to correct certain rumors 
which have been prevalent concerning the discipline. It is 
too often the case, and has been for several years, that people 
speak disparagingly of the condition of our schools and the 
ability of our teachers, basing their knowledge of their manage- 
ment on the sayings and gossip of the children, seldom if ever 
entering the schoolroom. Now we wouldrespectfully suggest, 
and urge that any and all who feel that our schools are not 
what they should be, should visit them, find where the exist- 
ing trouble lies, if any there be, and have it quickly adjusted, 
and thus avoid injuring the reputation of the pupils and the 
teachers. The quality of our past teachers can best be judged 
by the many who have gone from here, only to accept more 
lucrative positions elsewhere, aid promotions from time to 
time undeniably bear testimony of their general adaptability 
to the high calling they have entered. We submit that the 
real trouble with our schools lies with the parents. Itis their 
unmistakable duty to see that their children attend school 
regularly, and not detain them at home for every trivial 
matter. Our registers too woefully prove that such duties 
are by the parents neglected. Without regular attendance it 
is impossible for any school to be a perfect success. Have 
we forgotten that our Public Schools are the grandest institu- 
tions that were by our sires bequeathed to us? ‘The price of 
free education was the life blood of true and noble patriots; 
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they pledged life, property and all in defence of our free 
institutions that the generations to follow might receive those - 
privileges of which they were deprived. Consequently it 

beeomes our imperative duty to see to it that no person inter- 

feres with the sacred heritage of an American citizen, for 

such is every child in this land. And when in any way 

deprived of educational rights he is deprived of rights which 

our laws guarantee. 

The matter of discipline is also something in which home” 
influence has muchto do. Let achild understand at home 
what his duties are in the school-room and he will be more 
obedient there and less liable to do mischief than when his 
roguishness is ‘*winked” at, and the ability of the teacher 
ridiculed. 

And in conclusion let us add that you, as citizens of the 
town, are each individually responsible for the nature of our 
schools, since it is only by your cheerful co-operation that 
they can be made a success in every particular. Visit them, 
and learn for yourselves the condition of our schools. Avoid 
undue criticism, and be able to intelligently aid your committee 
and the teacher in overcoming the little perplexities of school 
discipline. 


COLUMBUS DAY. 


Columbus Day was fittingly observed by the schools, 
each holding appropriate exercises in the school buildings, 
which were fairly well filled with an attentive and apprecia- 
tive audience. Through the efforts of the teachers and pupils, 
a goodly sum of money was raised by subscription to purchase 
flags for the several schools. We wish to thank Mr. James 
Floyd for the fine staff which he donatedto the Centre school, 
also all who so kindly assisted in placing the same in position, 
not forgetting also those who donated the wherewithal to 
purchase those beautiful emblems of liberty. And we trust 
that the presence of the stars and stripes may be the means of 
making the pupils more patriotic, liberty -loving citizens 
whose lives may be an honor to their country and _ themselves. 
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ROLL OF HONOR. 


We deemed it wise at the beginning of the year to offer 

a prize to the pupil who would make the best progress during 
the year, in daily recitations. We also requested the several 
teachers to keep a strict account of the recitations that we 
might be able to note the progress made. The result of the 
arrangement has been most gratifying. The very fact that 
the School Board would know the standing of each pupil was 
an incentive to studiousness and improvement. The success- 
ful pupils are as follows.

FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Trustees of the Free Public Library. 


In presenting their first annual report, your Trustees 
congratulate the town upon the establishment of a Free Pub- 
lic Library, and trust it may prove an important factor in the 
future intellectual development of its citizens. The books 
provided by the State arrived (most of them, rather,) at the 
close of the past year; the labor of arranging and catalogueing 
those and others that have been donated was accomplished so 
that the Library was thrown open to the public February rst. 
Miss Eva Carr having kindly consented to act as Librarian, 
was selected by your Trustees, and is admirably adapted for 
the position. .A printed circular, calling the attention of peo- 
ple residing in our town as well as former residents to the 
wants of the library, was sent out early in the year, and we 
are pleased to state has met with quite a number of responses. 
Great difficulty was encountered to get at the present address 
and residence of natives and past residents now in other 
places. A little effort, we think, onthe part of the people of 
the town in this direction, viz. calling attention of those now 
removed to the needs of this institution, would be largely 
rewarded. 

But few donations of cash have been received, as will be 
seen by the appended report of the Treasurer. All that has 
been received hasbeen promptly expended in a manner such 
as the Trustees think will be of advantage. 

We would urge upon all the necessity of helping to make 
the Library a success, as it is a matter of concern to every one 
in the community, young as well as old, to extend its 
usefulness. 
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The fitting up of the room for the reception of the books 
has taken all the money appropriated last year, anda small 
sum besides. There is no need of further expenditure in this 
direction for many years tocome, except perhaps a slight 
expenditure for curtains, which we think are much needed. 
So that such sum as the town may see fit to appropriate can 
hereafter be used to enlarge the stock of books. 

In the catalogue of books now inthe Library for general 
circulation, the books of reference we have not deemed of 
enough importance to be catalogued at present. Although 
we desire to call the attention of all to the value of those now 
on the shelves, free to the use of all who may wish to consult 
them.
